15 on 1947 income.

So remember these things. 
1. If you had $500 or more in- 


come in 1947, you must file a re- 
turn. 
If any tax is owed, you 


must pay it by March 15. 


2. You still must file a return, 


if you had $500 or more income, 
even though 
full tax withheld 


jfrom it in 1947. If you were over- 
taxed, you'll get a refund. 


3. If you had under S500, you'll 


get 8. refund by filing. Income 
under $500 ' is not taxable. 


B« careful about 
exemptions 


and dependents, 
particularly in 


the case of a wife. 


Exemptions lor Wife 


Take the wife first— 
You ge1" a $500 exemption for^ 


yourself, always, and another $500* 
for your wife—if she had no In- 
come. 


If she had income., even though 


under $500, you can't claim ex- 
emption for her unless you In- 
clude her income in a joint return 
with yours. 


If she had $500 or more income, 


then you ooth must file a return. 
You can do that in one of two 
ways: 


1. A join return. In this you 


claim a total $1,000 exemption, 
$500 for you, $500 for her. 


2. Separate returns. You claim 


your $500 exemption, she claims 
hers, separately. You may save 
money by filing- separately when 
her income was $500 or mort. 


Other Dependent* 


Now take a dependent—- 
For each dependent you get a 


$500 exemption provided—this is 
important—he didn't have $500 or 
more income of his own. 


If he had $500 or more income, 


you can't claim him as a depen- 
dent, even though you contribut- 
ed to more than half his support 
in 1947. 


Say you had a schoolboy son 


and last year he had $500 or 
more income. 
Say he turned it 


all over to you, or maybe, kept it 
himself. 


What 
happens? 
You 
can't 


claim him as a dependent. 
He 


has to file his own return, in his 
own name. But you'll be respon- 
sible for paying his tax, if he 
doesn't. 


Xow suppose you had a depen- 


dent—say a schoolboy son—who 
had less than $500 income in 1947. 
And suppose he kept the money 
or turned it over to you. 


Quarterly Installment!! 


Because his income was]; under 


$500, he doesn't have to' file a 
return. 
And you don't have to 


include in your return. 


If your dependent's income was 


under £500 but tax was withheld 
from any of it, he should file a 
return. In that way he'll get the 
tax refunded. 


At the same tune, in your re- 


turn, you can claim him as a de- 
pendent and get the full $500 ex- 
emption for him. 


(The problem of dependents and 


exemptions will be explained in a 
later story.) 


Some people besides making a 


nnal return on 1937 income by 
March 15, must do something else 
by that date, too. 


They must start paying a quar- 


terly installment on their esti- 
mated tax for 1948

Who'd Do the Job? 


Some unions in Detroit recently 


etarte.d a "food supply station," in 
an effort to do something about 
the high cost of living. The sta- 
tions buy food 
from wholesale 


grocers, and sell it to members 
at wholesale prices. A food order 
which would cost about $8.29 in 
adjacent retail grocery stores can 
be bought at the station for $7.OS. 
The difference—17 per cent in this 
case—is what the retailer adds 
to wholesale prices to cover his 
costs. 


This may sound like a very 


•ound idea until you get below the 


surfaco. Th« San Franciaoo New» 
devoted a toad editorial 'to the 
scheme, in which it pointed to 
some of the fallacies 
involved. 


The food supply station does busi- 
ness in the union hall—and »o il 
pays no rent and gets heat anc 
light .free. 
Members donate their 


services as clerks, BO it pays no 
wages. 
The union treasury sup- 


plies the working capital, so it 
pays no interest. Except for eggs, 
the station stocks only non-perish- 
able staples, and so there is no 
loss on 'fresh fruits, vegetables, 
and meats. 
And. finally, it is 


open for but a few hours a day, 
three days a week. 


As the News says, "If wide ex- 


tension of this plan should suc- 
ceed in 'cutting out' 
all 
retail 


grocers, who'd give the public the 
services union food supply stations 
save money by not giving ? Who'd 
sell perishable goods ? Who'd pay 
the taxes grocers pay now ? Who'd 
operate comfortable, convenient 
stores in every neighborhood, keep- 
ng open all day every weekday ? 
And who'd provide jobs for all the 
grocery 
clerks 
now 
earning 


Answer these questions if you 


can.

ientiul service—and the

Coal Miners' Pay 


The fact that soft coal miners, 


vith an average weekly wage of 
77, are the highest paid workers 
n any comparable industry, has 
een given considerable publicity. 


But «ven that doesn't t«U the 
whole story. 


Under the 
present 
contract, 


underground workers get a basic 
wage of $J3.05 for an eight-hour, 
portal to portal day, and outside 
workers get about the same for a 
seven-hour and 
15-minute day. 


Overtime begins at the end of 40 
hours in any one week. Accord- 
ingly, a miner who puts in six 
days of work finds $85 in his pay 
envelope. Ten to fifteen per cent 
of the miners are employed at the 
highest contract rate which brings 
them to about $100 for the six- 
dav week. 


The miner who earns only $77 


average either does not have the 
opportunity to work the full week, 
or doesn't wish to work it. In the 
opinion of one authority, these two 
factors are of about equal weight. 
In some fields full working time 
has been 
available 
constantly. 


When that is true, miners earn 
ess than the maximum only be- 
cause they take time off of their 
jwn volition. In this connection, 
t is significant that absenteeism 
>n Saturdays and Mondays is still 
i. problem in all the coal regions. 


The coal miner is in a highly 


avorable 
economic 
condition— 


even 
more favorable 
than 
the 


average wage figures show. He is 
,iven many other costly and de- 
irable benefits above and beyond 
iis wages. 
The high efficiency 


ttained by the coal mining in- 
ustry is the basic cause which 
as made such progress possible.

Germany Blossoms 
With Names Never 
Encountered Before 


Berlin, Feb. 23—-(AP)—Parti- 


tioned postwar Germany blossoms 
with geographic names you'll find 
on no official maps. 


The most famous of these is "Bi- 


zonia," the unofficial designation 
for the economically-merged Brit- 
ish and American zones of occupa- 
tion. 


There is already frequent refer- 


ence made to a "Trizonia" emerg- 
ing- soon. 
This would happen if 


the French decided to combine 
their zone with the Anglo-Amer- 
ican area. 


If that happened the Russian or 


Eastern zone would stand econ- 
omically alone. Already the Amer 
ican-licensed 
Berlin 
newspaper 


"Ded Abend" has been calling this 
zone the "Monozone." 


Officially 
the Anglo-American 


zones are known as the Combined 
Zones or the Bizonal Area. 


Russ Star "liizonia" 


As closely as can be established 


here_ the term "Bizom'a" first ap- 
peared in the Russian-controlled 
Berlin afternoon newspapers "Am 
Mittag." Since this is a stridently 
anti-American 
and 
anti-British 


paper, its original intent obviously 
was sarcastic. It sought to give 
the impression that the Anglo- 
Americans were setting up a sep- 
arate state and wanted to coin 
an outlandish name for it, like the 
fictional "Graustark." 


However, the name found favor 


ivith American correspondents who 
began to use it often in their dis- 
patches. 
It stems from the Ger- 


man "Bizonen," meaning bi-zones 
or double zone. 


Other Names Coined 


Russian zone Communists, who 


Utterly resent the Anglo-Amer- 
ican economic merger of their 
zones, also sometimes call it "Bi- 
;onesien." This is an even more 
outlandish name which has Balk- 
anese or 
Oriental 
implications. 


iometimes they call a resident of 
the bizonial area a "Bizonesian," 
which Germans would interpret 


as a term of Oriental backward- 
ness. 


The 
American-licensed 
Berlin 


newspaper, 
"Tagesspiegel," 
also 


has a pet name for the Russian 
zone. It is "Zone Des Schweigens" 
(2one of silence). 


Another combine's word which 


has come into' recent use in Eu- 
rope is "Benelux," meaning Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg, which are linked in a 
customs union and by other ties. 
The word is made up of the first 
letters of the three countries. No 
one is quite sure how it got 
started.

Feared French Revolt 


But the actual character of the 


future Germany caused violent ar- 
guments Stimson says. He con- 
tended that for 80 years German 
industry had both bought and sold 
so much to neighboring nations 
that to wreck it would dislocate 
Europe as well as Germany. 


Just before President Roosevelt 


left for Quebec, Stimson repeated 
his arguments. But he says he 
found the president "obsessed" by

Leahy's 


"warning" that there would be a 
revolution in France. Leahy, Roose- 
velt's chief of staff, had been am- 
bassador to France. 


Stimson says that he did not 


think Leahy's advice "good".

Morgenthau had been called to 
Quebec and that 
Churchill and 


Roosevelt had initialed an agree- 
ment that Germany should be- 
come a "country primarily agri- 
cultural and pastoral".
